I am sending for illustration an interesting fifth issue fractional 
currency with a most unusual notation on the reverse, “Dr. J.P. bholl 
had this note in his pocket to & and from California. Distance trav¬ 
eled 10,000 miles. Returned Nov. 30th 1875.” 

If this note could only talk, the stories it could tell! 

Who was Dr. ShoU? Where did he live? Did he travel alone? 

Where did he visit? . 

The fifth issue of fractional currency, the last, was issued between 
Feb. 26,1874, and Feb. 15,1876, thus current during the travels of 
Dr. Sholi. Other denominations of the issue were 10- and 50-cents. 
The note was printed by the Columbian Bank Note Co., Washing¬ 
ton, D.C.
